Your Committee has endeavored to be faithful and impartial in the per- 
formance of the dut.es of his office, and now begs leave to present the 
following as his Report to the town: 

District,No. 1. The Summer Term was taught by Miss Sarah <A. 
Robertson, of Charlestown, N. H. This school was well conducted, and 
the scholars gave evidence of having had good, tl.orough instruction. 

Notes from the Register for summer term—6 weeks: Whole No. dif- 
ferent scholars, 16.° No. instances of tardiness, 12. No. visits by citizens, 
14, Ella J. Barton was tardy 5 times. 

Winter term. The Winter term was commenced by Miss I. 8. Sanders, 
of North Charlestown, N. H., with a good prospect of success. Sickness 
compelled her to leave the school in about two weeks. The term was 
finished by Miss F. HB. Streeter, who labored untiringly for the welfare of 
her pupils) The schoo! was satisfactory to your Committee.

different scholars, 22. No. visits by citizens, 24. No. instances of tardi- 
uess, 92.

The standard of schol- 
arship has steadily advanced under her instruction. 

Notes from the Register for Summer term—i0 weeks: ‘Whole number 
different scholars, 31. No, visits by citizens, 31. No. instances of tar- 
diness, 74. Gracie Hunt was tardy 11 times. Albert Hunt, was tardy 8 
times. Henry C. Hackett was tardy 5 times. 

Winter term. Whole No. different scholars, 35. No visits by. citizens, 
11. No. instances of tardiness, 90. Geo. E. Sanders was tardv 9. times, 
Ida A. Sanders was tardy 9 times. Rosie Allen was tardy 8 times, 

Disrricr No. 5. The Summer term in this district.was taught by Miss 
Mattie E. Gay, of North Charlestown, N. H. Miss Gay isa beginner in 
the work. The result of her labor during the term did not quite equal 
the expectation of your Committee. There was not that discipline which 
warrants good success. Your Committee attributes her only partial suv- 
cess in the school entirely to inexperience in teaching. Miss Gay is wor- 
thy of another trial at teaching in this town. 

Notes from the Register for Summer term—10 weeks: Whole No. 
different scholars, 25. No. visits by citizens, 12... No.,instances tardiness, 
87. Nellie L, Morey was tardy 11 times. Nettie L, Morey was tardy 10 
times. M. W. Middleton was tardy 8 times. 

Winter term. _The Winter term was taught by Mr. Henry W, Jones, 
of Springfield, Vt. Mr. Jones had perfect order in school—so perfect 
that even scholars somewhat inclined to be idle, found most pleasure.in 
studying their books. The school made good progress... The term was 
lengthened two weeks by private suoscription—making in all twelve 
weeks.

Nine cases of corporal pun- 
ishment are reported in the register. ‘Two scholars graduated from the 
school early in the term. On account of these things, or for other reasons 
the school begin to improve in its appearance, ard the exercises at the 
closing examination were very creditable to both teacher aud scholars.

. Your Committee has reported. the names of those scholars who have been constant 
in their daily attendance during a whole term, because it speaks a good word for those 
scholars and their parents. Sickness might prevent any scholar from attending school 
every day ina term; but no scholar should. be kept from school a single day unless 
there exists a very ur gent reason why the child should be absent. He has reported 
the tardy marks in the way he has, in order to show that a large proportion of them 
were contracted by a few scholars. If a child is able to go to school at all, there is 
almost no GOOD reason why it should be late. The children of this town are not 
having sufficient public school privilege, and they will continue to suffcr from this 
cause as long as it contains 16 different school districts. It is the opinion of your 
committee that the citizens in districts Nos. 1,11 and 18 would do a righteous work 
for their children and their children's children, if they would unite themselves into 
one school district and build:a good school house near South Charlestown village, 
and thus be able to have, without any additional tax, 86 weeks of school in such year 
instead, of from 138 to 20, which"’they now have. Also, that districts Nos. 5, 6 and.7 
would do a like righteous work, if they would unite themselves into one district and 
build a good school house somewhere near the Metliodist Meeting House at North 
Charlestown village. Your committee believes that Dist. No. 10 is a real disadvan- 
tage to those living in it, especially if they have children. We believe, also, that the 
children in Dist. No. 8 would get a better public school education if that district was 
(tivided, and the parts of it attached to the adjoining ones. 


In closing his Report the Committee is glad to say, that. the 
schools have been good during the past year, almost without ex- 
ception; and that some few have been truly excellent.» The 
teachers have been faithful in the discharge of their duties, and 
have done their best to make the schools pleasant and profitable. 
There seems to be an increase of interest on the part of the par- 
‘ents, which, if it shall continue, cannot fail ‘to «wesult am mitch

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMIT: 
TEE OF THE WIGU SCHOOL DISTRICT, NOS. 2 AND 8. 





To THE TOWN OF CHARLESTOWN :—The Superintending Committee 
having charge of the High School District in Charlestown village beg to 
report that the schools in their jurisdiction have been in excellent condi- 
tion during the past year, and that the cause of education has happily 
and steadily advanced. The interest taken by the public in this most 
important subject has increased, and in some respects has materially 

romoted the welfare of the schools. This interest is tae i partly to 

e attributed to a meeting of the Sullivan Co. Educational Association, 
which was held in this village last October; the proceedings and discus- 
sions of which served as a healthy stimulus to the community. It may 
also have arisen partly from the indirect influence of the Regulations 
adopted by the District at their last annual meeting. Requiring a little 
more pains and effort on the part of parents, they have insensibly called 
forth a greater interest. People are very little interested in that which 
costs them no care and pains, 


- NORTH PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This school was, during the first two terms, under the charge of Miss 
Helen Whipple, the same teacher who carried it so successfully through 
the pecans year. Miss Whipple’s excellent qualities as a teacher are 
well known in the village, and it is sufficient to say that she gave even 
better satisfaction at the last than at the first. Her older pupils, that 
were sent forward into the Grammar School in the Winter, were exceed- 
ingly well drilled and prepared. Miss Helen M. Colby of Claremont 
taught the school in the Winter term with fair success, 


SOUTH PRIMARY SCHOOL. - 


The first and second terms of this school were taught by Miss Mary L. 
Leach of Westmoreland. Miss Leach went quietly and unostentatiously 
about her work, and accomplished a fair amount of results. She com- 
menced to teach the winter term, but on the second day was taken sick, 
and was obliged to give it up. Miss Ella Reed of Nashua took her place, 
and kept an orderly and industrious school. 


THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


This, as usual, was held only during the winter months. It was kept 
by the same teacher as last year, Miss Maria J. Walker. In the 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Miss Walker also served the District faithfully during the first two 
terms. Her labors have been highly appreciated by the Committee, and, 
we believe, by the parents. A strict disciplinarian, and thorough in her 
instruction, the pupils under her care will some day look back to the 
time spent under her tuition as some of the most useful of their school 
days. Her school was always found orderly and industrious. The last 
term of the year was kept by Mrs. M. Carey of Claremont, who also de- 
serves a high encomium both for her skill and her success as a teacher.— 
We have seldom had so good a school in the district. The scholars were 
evidently stimulated to do their best work. 


On the whole, the committee have reason, as they think, to congratu- 
late the District on the success of the efforts made in the interests of edu- 
cation during the past year. The schools have gone steadily and quietly 
along, doing their work faithfully for the improvement of those who are 
one day to occupy places of responsibility in the community.
